Benefits of the Response to the USACE 
Dredging/Navigation Program: 

The site visit and related investigation helped to refine the 
understanding of the potential causes of the shoaling in the 
navigation channel.  This is the first step in the design of more 
cost-effective structural solutions that can reduce dredging and 
costs in the Lake Dardanelle pool near River Mile 222.
